Brown, Flournoy differ in style 


Housion I. Flournoy and 
Edmund G. Brown Jr 
appeared together for the first 
of a series of debates that are 
planned between now and 
November, in Sacramento on 
Tuesday. Judging by this one 
encounter the candidates 
appear to have differences 
more in style and approach 


rather than  subsbstantive 
differences in governmental 
philosophy. 


Flournoy a former 
government protessor spoke 
fo the great political tradition 
of California, a tradition that 
he says includes “Neither 
Watergates nor Bobby 
Bakers.’ Flournoy received 
his biggest political break 
when after being reap- 
portioned out of the Assembly 
seat he held. At the urging of 
Republican in the Assembly 
Flournoy took on what seemed 
like an impossible challenge 
against incumbant controller 
Alan Cranston, and won. Four 
years prior to this defeat, 
Cranston had been reelected 
controller by one of the largest 
margins in the history of the 
State 

Brown spoke over and over 


about ending ‘Politics as 
usual’, and bringing about ‘a 
new spirit’ in California. 


Brown's aggressive debating 
style several times fell victim 
to the rapier wit of Flournoy. 
After Brown criticized Flour- 
noy for inviting President 


Ford and other outsiders from 
the east in to help his cam- 
paign, the State Controller to 
the delight of the audience 
rhetorically asked, 


‘Is that 


why Teddy Kennedy is coming 
to California.” 

Beyond the differences in 
Style, the candidates did not 
elfectively delineate the 
essential dilferences they both 
Suy exist between them. A 
brief summary of the areas of 
agreement includes. the 
following: 

Housing: both favor an ex- 
panded state roll in providing 
low cost homeowner loans. 
Affirmative action: Brown 
and Flournoy each pledged 
that he would rec ruit qualified 
women and rninorities for top 
Stute positions. 

Death penalty: Flournoy 
pointed out that he has been a 
lon? time supporter of capital 
punishment. Brown said he 
was opposed to the death 
penalty but would enforce the 
law with compassion in this 
area 

Amnesty for war resisters: 
Each generally supported the 
concept of conditional amnes- 
ty 

Relations with the press: Both 
pledged an administration 
open and accessible to the 
press and the public 
Independence: Both dwelled 
at some length on their 
willingness to take on un- 
popular causes even if that 
made some members of their 
party unhappy. 

In this year which is sup 
vosed to be the beginning of a 
reawakening of the American 
spirit, it is not quite good 
enough to go along with 
politics as usual. Both can- 
didates have outstanding 
records, Flournoy ended the 


political patronage system 
that had plagued the con- 
trollers office, and Brown 


brought an activedynamic ap 
proach to the Secretary of 
State's Office and enforced 
laws that previously had been 
ignored 

Their are very real 
differences in their approach 
to problems such as the en- 
vironment, health care, order 
end justice, political reform, 
and the role of California 
government as it relates tothe 
ecconomy 

Voters should be able to 
decide this election on the 
different philosophies and 
ideas of the two candidates 
and not on the meaningless 
rhetoric of the campaign trail 
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CIA aided Chile coup 


(ZNS) The Central 
Intelligence Agency—under 
the personal direction of Doc 
tor Henry Kis 
singer—channeled between $8 
million and $12 million into 
Chile between 1970 and the 
death of Salvadore Allende 
three years later 

This secret CIA activity 
was spelled out during closed- 
door hearings in Congress last 
April 22nd by the agency's 
director, William Colby. A 
congressional letter sum- 
marizing Colby's testimony 
was leaked both the the New 
York Times and The 
Washington Post 

The newspapers report that 
all secret CIA appropriations 
were authorized by the ‘40 
committee’, a _ highlevel 
intelligence review com- 
mittee then chaired by Kis 
singer 

According to Colby’'s tes- 
timony, the money was used in 
Chile to support Allende op 
ponents, to purchase radio 
stations and newspapers to at 
tack Allende, and even to 
bribe Chilean senators to vote 
against the Allende 
government. 


Colby’s testimony indicates 
that Kissinger may have com 
mitted perjury when he tes- 
tified on the Chilean situation 
before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee last fall, 
shortly after Allende was 
killed. Kissinger stated at that 
time: “The CIA had nothing to 
do with the coup, to the bes: of 
my knowledge and belief 


However, according to 
Colby, the CIA at the time of 
the coup was in the process of 
channeling a new ap- 
propriation of $1 million which 
had been authorized by Kis- 
singer's 40 committee about 
one month before Allende’s 
death 


Massachusetts congress- 
man Michael Harrington, a 
democratic liberal and long- 
time CIA critic, called for 
public hearings in Congress on 
the CIA’s role in Chilean, 
politics 

Said Harrington * Kis- 
singer and Colby should tes- 
tify But he added 
“Congress is hesitating 
because of fear they'll run into 
Kissinger

Nuclear war even 
worse than thought 


(ZNS) The results of a 
nuclear war have always been 
predicted as disastrous, but 
row the head of the Arms Con- 
trol and Disarmament Agency 
Says the results would be even 
worse than originally 
believed. 


Doctor Fred Ikle saysit has 
been discovered that a nuclear 
exchange would destroy the 
ozone level in the stratosphere 


which protects all living 

things from the sun's 

ultraviolet radiation 
According to Ikle, it was 


ormmally believed that an 
atomic holocaust would result 
in millions, or even billions of 
deaths from the explosions 
and ra¢ioaetive fall-out 

Now. Ikle says, it appears 
that a large-scale war could 
upset, if not destroy the food 
‘hain of plants and animals 
which humans depend on to 
survive 

Ikle reports that the newly 
discovered ‘side-effect’ in- 
dicates that a moderate 
nucleur war could possibly 
result in the death ol every liv 
ing thing on the earth 


but, more significantly, 
investment returns in Asia 
tend to be higher than ob 
tainable eslewhere."’ 

SRI reports that profit 
returns of 14 percent on 
investments are common in 
Southeast Asia—with some, 
particularly in the Philip 
pines, paying as high as 3] 
percent profit returns 

The study also predicts that 
oil will be the major industry 
attracting American capital 
to Southeast Asia.

Washington Viewpoint

Next to the back-to-school 
ads in the papers the surest 
sign that the autumnal 
education struggle has 
recommenced is. the 
resurgence of teachers’ strike 
news. It is remarkable how so 
many of our perennial school 
controversies have so little to 
do woth education. 

Come this December, 10 
years will have passed since 
raucus calls for reform and 
pedagogical responsiveness 

. were detonated at the Univer- 
sity of Calitornia at Berkeley. 
Now, in the clarity of elapsed 
time. we can see that very lit- 
tle has changed. We have co- 
ed dorms, a few anemic 
minority group programs, and 
the slightest loosening of some 
of the aggravating rigidities, 
but in the main all is as it was. 

American youth ts still ex- 
pected to spend 16 consecutive 
years on its collective butt 
learning how to pass an in- 
finite series of computer 
corrected exams devised in a 
cave located somewhere 
under Princeton, New Jersey 
A certain number of children 
thnve on this, but millions 
more only make it from first 
grade through the last year of 
college thanks to the truancy 
and child labor laws and the 
eurly deaths of their fran 
tically anxious parents 
Millions of others drop out, to 
use the expression the 
educationalists employ to 
blackball those who can't stop 
fidgeting in class 


: Learning By Doing 


Luckily for us, organized 
education hasn't been able to 
secure a monopoly on. the 
teaching of every useful task 
Apprenticeships, or on-the-job 
training, continue to flourish 
If vou can no longer learn tobe 
a lawyer by clerking that's 
still the way you learn to be a 
high-steel iron worker. The 
job is too difticult’) and 
dangerous to be learned in a 
school 

“For 
worker 


the neophyie iron 
running the iron is a 
crucial test. The new ap 
prentice must work high 
above the ground with nothing 
beneath him but a four-to 
eight inch beam. He receives 
no training or advice about 
maintaining his balance or 
maneuvering across the steel 
He runs the iron betore the 
critical eyes of other workers. 
His only clue to proper per- 
formance is the performance 
of other workers. The poise 
and confidence they display 
tell him whast his colleagues 


expect,’’ writes Jack Haas (in 


‘*Learning to Work,” edited by 
Blanch Geer, Sage Contem- 
porary Social Science Issues, 


' Beverly Hills, 1972). 


The apprentice is 
instructed in the work and at 
the same time is evaluated by 
the men he st work with 
through a Wabing process 
called “binging.’’ Thenew boy 
gets binged with insults to see 
whether he has the self control 
to be trusted with the safety of 
his co-workers on the high 
iron. At the same time the 
abuse aimed at the “punks, "’ 
as the apprentices are called, 
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is larded with information 
needed to do the work. 

Besides teaching the 
student to do the job as no 
school can, there are other ad- 
vantuges to apprenticeship. 
As sociologist Howard Becker 
of Northwestern University 
points out, the apprenticeship 
frees the learner from the 
tyranny of tests. There are no 
fatetul all-or-nothing final ex- 
ams. but rather a series of 
tests to show mastery of the 
parts of the totality of the 
work, and these the ap 
prentice tukes casually when 
he is ready, not when 
Princeton, N.J.. sends out the 
sealed envelope. 

Very little onthejob 
training is formal. Since the 
learning is in a work situation 
where the first objective is to 
get the job done, the ap 
prentice must fight for his 
knowledge either by position- 
ing himself so he can see how 
the work is done or by tiguring 
out ways to get older workers 
to teach him. While this favors 
the aggressive apprentice 
over the bashtul one, it also 
reminds us of the foolishness 
ol trying to teach youth what 
youth doesn't yet want to 
learn 


The school system has tried 
to solve that problem by mak- 
ing education ‘fun,’ but the 
search for the entertaining 
teacher has produced far 
more vaudeville than instruc- 
tion. Nor would it benecessary 
ina system that didn t think in 
terms of ‘“‘drop-outs’’ who 
must either come back and 
“catch up” or face the 
prospect of lifelong, low-wage 
employment 


A Possible Utopia 


Think of a redesigned 
school system that would be 
set up to help fractious and 
bored 15-year-olds leave the 
classroom for apprenticeship 
situations but would also be 
set up to allow them to return 
15 yveurs later to. study 
literature and philosophy. A 
school system without inelas- 
tic gradations and divisions 
based on the wacky sup 
position that every kid in 
America should spend his 16th 
year studying geometry and 
his 17th reading one play by 
Shukespeare and one _ short 
story by Edgar Allan Poe 


Aside from the grief it 
would save parents, students 
and teachers to have a school 
system that comprehends that 
all people cannot, learn the 
same things the same way at 
the same time, imagine the 
proficiency for the country 
and the satisfaction for in 
dividuals of a flexible, non- 
age-determined mixture of 
school and work. It might even 
liberate us from the expensive 
burdens and nueroses of 
degrees, credit hours and 
grade-point averages. 


But none of it is possible so 
long as the great issues of 
education remain the school 
bus and the most recent 
demands of 
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Standing room only

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Masters disappointing

The first concert of the 
semester in the Music Recital 
Hail was roundly disap 
pointing. Local pianist Steve 
Eldredge and flutist Gary 
Woodward played in what 
a to be their first 
public recital last Saturday 
night. 

From the opening two 
works, sonatas by Bach and 
Haydn, the pattern of the 
evening was clear: Eldredge 
is the weaker link. His playing 
throughout was lifeless and 
lacked depth. He seemed af- 
raid to accent or release the 
soft pedal, which upset the 
balance of sound. A factor in 
this problem may have been 
the poor acoustics of the hall, 
which tended to make the 

jaro sound muddy. Perhaps 
was afraid he would drown 
out his colleague. 


He needn't have worried. 
Woodward is a fine flutist with 
an amazing techinical 
arsenal. He played a solo piece 
by Eugene Bozza which is a 
showcase of virtuosity. His ex- 
ecution of runs and notes in the 
extreme high register was 





above reproach, and _ his 
dynamic range and tone were 
exemplary 
The pair also played two 
twentieth-century works by 
the French composers Albert 
Roussel and Henn Dutilleux 
These were colorful 
miniatures that displayed the 
French flair for wind writing. 
After the solo piece by 
Bozza, Eldredge emerged to 
play Gershwin's three piano 
preludes. He announced a 
program change and played 
the first two, followedby three 
iano transcriptions of songs. 
hese were wholly out of place 
and thoroughly banai. Besides 


lacking profundity, the 
resent no technical dif- 
iculties whatever. 

The final piece on the 


rogram was a sonata by 
rokofiev. This was not a 
success, due mostly to 
Eldredge’s timidity. The two 
fast movements could have 
been delightful had they been 
played with more snap. The 
slow movements seemed to 
drag because of the pianist’s 
compressed dymanic: range. 
It was difficult, however, to 
find fault with Woodward's 


playing.
